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- COUNCILLOR NOTES - 

Devolution-there is much discussion at present about 
Devolution. The Government is talking to councils across 
the UK. Devolution is when certain powers, responsibilities 
and funding are transferred down from central 
government to local regions, this could mean that more 
important decisions are decided by a local combined 
authority rather than being imposed by government as 
well as new funding. This would include decisions on things 
like housing, transport and major infrastructure projects. 
Communities and businesses in Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough were asked to have their say on the latest 
proposals and the results of this will be debated by 
Councils across the areas and have been shared with 
Government. This will help inform the final decision 
whether to go forward. Around 4,000 people across 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough had their say in a series 
of consultations.

Recycling - South Cambs and Cambridge City Councils are 
looking for residents to become detectives to identify 
'Unusual Suspects' around their homes that are often 
missed for recycling. Residents can boost the type of items 
recycled as 'Unusual Suspects' such as aerosol cans, foil 
trays, beauty cr£me jars and toilet roll tubes are often 
missed. Waste bosses on the hunt for more recycling have 
said that residents are used to recycling items such as 
plastic drinks bottles, food and drink cans, jam jars, 
cardboard boxes and newspapers in their kitchen, but 
items often found in other rooms, such as soap dispensers, 
bleach bottles and spray cleaners, are often missed. 

If everyone in the UK recycled one toothpaste box, it would 
save enough energy to run a fridge in over 2,000 homes for 
a year. Or, if they recycled one aluminium deodorant 
aerosol can, enough energy would be saved to run a TV in 
over 151,000 homes fora year. One aluminium air 
freshener aerosol can produce enough energy to vacuum 
over 876,000 homes for a year. Also, recycled plastic 
bottles can transform their identity to the point they are 
unrecognisable - children's toys, T-shirts, fleeces, garden 
furniture - the list goes on.

FIRE AND RESCUE SERVICE 
Winter is coming and Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service is encouraging all residents to get their chimney 
professionally swept before the cold sets in. 

Top tips to enjoy an open fire safely: 

• Sweep your chimney at least once a year and get 
brickwork inspected, especially the chimney breast 
and roof space. 

• Do not bank fires too high or overload the grate, and 
remember to let them burn down well and check the 
hearth before going to bed. 

• Use a fire or spark guard to prevent accidental fires. 

• Do not place objects on or over the mantle-piece 
which may cause you to stand too close to the fire to 
reach or use them. 

• Burn only suitable fuels and avoid burning resinous 
woods as soot builds up quickly. 

Above all, ensure you have a working smoke alarm fitted 
on each floor of your home and a carbon monoxide alarm 
installed.

- SCAM OF THE MONTH - 
There is a phishing email currently in circulation that 
claims to be from the City of London Police, supposedly 
representing the 'Fraud Intelligence Un’if and the 
'National Fraud Intelligence Bureau'. The email is titled 
'compensation fund' and has a letter attachment that 
claims to be offering financial compensation to victims of 
fraud. The letter uses the City of London Police logo. 

The letter states that in order for compensation to be 
arranged, the receiver of the email should reply disclosing 
personal information. It states that HSBC and the South 
African Reserve Bank have been chosen to handle the 
compensation claims. All of these claims are false. The 
email and letter are fraudulent and should not be 
replied to. 

Protect Yourself: 

• Do not open attachments or click links in emails from 
an unknown source. It could result in your device being 
infected with a virus. 

• Legitimate organisations, including The City of London 
Police and the National Fraud Intelligence Bureau, will 
never email you asking you to disclose personal 
information. 

If you believe you are a victim of this or any other 
fraudulent email, get your device checked by a 
professional and report it to Action Fraud, the UK's 
national fraud and cyber crime reporting centre:
